beetle in the southwest is aboat 37! 
days. Yet, one~in Mexico rounded 
out 405 days after fasting for the 
first 392. He had only 13 normal 
dajs. On that premise, the beetle 
can wait for the farmer to plant 
and grow his beans before he dines 
or even wait for the next season's 
crop. 


Sometimes, however, even a bug 


gets a tough break. For three and, a 
half years th© larva of a carpet 
beetle lived without food or water 
in. a, perfume bottle clesed with an 
ordinary glass stopper, only to die 


poison Intended for 
cock- 


roaches seeped into the bottle. 


Another carpet beetle was kept 


in the larva stage for five years, 
growing as he was fed and return- 
ing to his normal size when 
The performance „ was 
repeated 


three times The ordinary life span 
for larva, pupa and beetle is only 
one year.

manufacturer in Berlin and when he

the middle ages and picked up many 
bargains from owners who or which 
had been impov eiished by the war. 


In 1026 Dr Vollbehr, brought the 


collection to Chicago and exhibited 
it at the Eucharistic Congress, sub- 
sequently showing it elsewhere. He 
agreed to sell it for $1,500,000 to any- 
one who" would deposit it in the Li- 
brary of Congress, and experts on 
incunabula agreed that it probably 
was voith twice the price.

Page, marine corps ijyer, Is the toll 
of the 1930 national air races, just 
closed. Investigations of three pre- 
vious crashes during the 10-day meet 
already have provided valuable data 
to advance the safety of the indus- 
try, and toda^ inquiry is being made 
to determine the exact cause of, Capt. 
Page's accident 


With victory in sight and only 


three more laps to go to -win the 
coveted 910,000 Thompson 
trophy, 


Capt. Page, winner of this year's 
Curtiss Marine trophy at AVashing- 
ton, crashed to his death Monday be- 
fore the eyes of 
100,000 persons. 


Capt. Page crashed on the seven- 
teenth lap of a 20-lap event. He nev- 
er regained consciousness and died 
in the Evanston hospital at 9:40 P. 
M. His wife "tvas at his side Tvhen he 
died. 


Capt. Page died a hero, deliberate- 


ly turning his plane down wind and 
attempting to land the craft, which 
r.ormally had a landing speed of 
almost a hundred miles against the 
Trind, instead of flying straight ahead 
against the wind with the hope of 
clearing the crowds, m the stand or 
in parked cars in the background. 


There are several versions on 


what caused the fatal crash. Al Wil- 
liams, former navy speed flyer, who 
witnessed the crash, Sieves that 
Page was groggy from the carbon 
monoxide gi^es emitted from the en- 
gine. Tests of his blood are being 
made today in view of this theory. 
There are others that believe the 
engine overheated and "froze" owing 
to the terrific speed. Still others be- 
lieve something snapped in the plane 
as it was traveling 205 miles an hour 
and that Page was unable to correct 
the line of flight.

MUNICIPAL ILLNESS 


A doctor who tried to relieve his pa- 


tient of unpleasant symptoms without 
studying or attacking the disease 
which pioduced them would not, pre- 
sumably, last very long. To prescribe 
a mild gargle for a sore throat when 
that sore throat was really the first 
stage of diphtheria would not, in this 
enlightened age, seem like good busi- 
ness. Nevertheless, that is very much 
the attitude most of us take in connec- 
tion with the disturbing symptoms 
presented by crime conditions in our 
biggest cities. 


Such things as racketeering, gang 


killings, graft by public officials and 
inefficiency and corruption In police 
departments and courts are not isolat- 
ed evils. They are symptoms of a very 
serious underlying malady, and our 
present system of trying to attack each 
symptom separately without touching 
or even recognizing the disease that 
causes them is just about as sensible 
and effective as the procedure of the 
hypothetical doctor mentioned above. 


The symptoms center, of course, in 


our two greatest cities, NCAV York and 
Chicago; but every other city has sim- 
ilar symptoms, in greater or lesser de- 
gree. If we could withdraw our eyes 
for a moment from the alarming symp- 
toms themselves and try to find out 
what they signify we might have some 
chance of finding a remedy. What does 
he behind these things, anyway? 


Isn't it quite obvious that the under- 


lying disease is something very like 
an utter breakdown of our whole 'sys- 
tem of municipal government? 
The 


gangster owes his continued existence 
largely to the crooked, inefficient or 
"controlled" holder of public 
office. 


That individual in turn owes his posi- 
tion to the political ring that exists not 
to render public service but to look out 
for the best interests of its own "mem- 
bers. And the ring, in turn, owes its 
place to two things—the presence of 
huge masses of ignorant, uneducated 
voters whom 
unscrupulous dema- 


gogues can sway by appeals to preju- 
dice, and the refusal on the part of an- 
other vast bloc of citizens to exercise 
the franchise or take any active inter* 
est in governmental affairs.

Do nothing to wound the child's 
iride. Do not attmpt to assert au- 
thority and above all, do not nag 
and weep. It will do no good to at- 
tempt to bind an adolescent. If he 
does not wish to tell you where he is 
going and you press him to do so he 
will lie to you. That is far worse then 
keeping his business 
to 
himself 


Really, that is what he is trying to 
do. It is a new experience to him 
and if allowed to have it to the full 
he will soon feel the need of human 
understanding and sympathy and 
turn to you for them. If you have 
estranged him by command and 
pleading and tears, he will not turn 
to you. 


"What can you do if you see the 


children heading the wrong way? 
When tho mood is set right, when 
you see that there is an, opportunity 
for a word of caution, give it kindly, 
without hint of authority, or of 
force. Speak with respect to this 
new personality and it will respond 
in time. 


Tou see you had eighteen or more 


years in which to do your teaching 
and set your background. Now that 
time has passed. Tou cannot have it 
again. Whatever teaching you did 
stays. The background that you set 
holds. If It is a good one then the 


child's conduct will reflect it. There 
ia nothing that you can do directly 
now to make tho child go one way or 
another. It is best not to try. 


Tho relationship between parents 


and grownup children is established 
in tho early years. If then you set 
tho child toward confidence in your 
word, in your wisdom and in your 
atfectlon for him, he will not turn 
from you in tho day of his maturity. 
Ho will continue to trust you. to con- 
fide in you and on rare occasions, 
ask your advice. 


Parting from the children is the 


tragedy of motherhood. But every 
mother knows that from the day of 
tho child's coming his feet are turn- 
ed away from her and from home. 
He was born to his own adventure. 
When he starts out there is no turn- 
ing him back. Do what you would 
do early and hope- for tho best.

Hence, if a station permits one 


candidate to broadcast a legitimate 
speech it must then accord similar 
facilities to the opposition candidate, 
even though it is known in advance 
that the latter intends to make a 
slanderous attack upon his opponent. 
TJnless a ruling is forthcoming, sta- 
tions may decide that it would be 
better to forego all political speeches 
rather than 
encur the risks of 


heavy penalties for slanderoua state- 
ments which 
they are prohibited 


from, censoring by law. 


The commission is in just as seri- 


ous a muddle. Under the law it must 
enforce this anti-censorship provi- 
sion, ^t the same law specifically 
prohibits it from exercising a power 
of censorship over programs, or to 
interfere with free speech.

which makes it cold resistant. Heat- 
ers will be installed in the groves 
this winter for protection against 
extreme cold. 


The nursery contains many varie- 


ties of citrus, peach, plum, grape, 
pear, persimmon, apricot and quince 
stock, as well as ornamentals. 


From 200 to 300 roses are cut daily 


for the market and thousands of 
rosebushes are sold annually.

Instrument which for so long

33,000 miles of wire are required to 
transmit the quotations. 


By a strange Irony of fate 
the 


high ipeed ticker has been installed 
just a year too late to serve the Im- 
mediate purpose of Its designers. As 
long ago as 1923 the governors of 
the stock exchange visualized a fu- 
ture when the market would 
boil 


over in an orgy of speculation and a 
faster quotation service would 
be 


required to report the quotations, 


rhaps they did not realize 
bow 


soon that day was to come, or pos- 
sibly they failed to use all possible 
ixpedition in having engineers de- 
vise and install a faster instrument. 
At all events, when the 
hour of 


need arrived, the ticker quotation 
service was found wanting. On one 
memorable, day last autumn it was 
four hours behind the. market.

each law is classified, 'summarized 
annotated 
and catalogued.

same is done for treaties and pro- 
clamations, which are printed in the 
same volume with private laws and 
resolutions. 


HOURS OF WORK 


Sometimes it take tours to find 


out just what a single law means. 


The copy with the marginal notes 


is sent along to the printing office 
and comes back with the notations 
In print. This is then proofread 
against the copy which was sent. 
After that it goes once again to the 
'printing office for the- correction 
of any-errors detected during the 
proofreading. 


The next step is to check up the 


correctness of all marginal refer- 
ences to previous volumes. Then 
it is-all sent back for plating, which 
brings the laws Into type in their 
final form. Each law is referred 
lo in States at Large as a chap- 
ter numbered in the order the laws 
were -passed. • 


The plating is checked with the 


second revised copy, and back goes 
the worksjto the printing office once 
more for* binding. 
The secretary 


of state is required to produce a 
bound volume of laws passed by 
each session at the end of that ses- 
sion. The past session's laws re- 
quire two volumes. At the expira- 
tion of each congress, every' two 
years, are issued the new stiffbound 
volumes of States at Large.
